School District 
Costs Are 
Made Known

Maintenance cost for each pupil 
that attended school to the Ix# 
Angeles -cliy elementary schools 
last fiscal year won l»7.«:8, accord- * 
Ing to the annual report of the 
board of supervisors on file today.

Comparison of .the costs pot 
pupil in each of the 140-odd ele|- 
mcntary school and the 26 high
school districts shows arlatton
of from 1276.03 per pupil for th{) 
Llewellyn district, near Bollflower, 
down to *53.49 for the Sulpbut- 
Springs district, north of Saugur.:

In the Los Angeles city high 
school district, which includes 
Torrance, the total cost per pupil 
was shown to bo $148.49. Through­ 
out the 26 high "school districts   the 
cost varied from J256.97 per pupjl 
In El Sesundo district down to 
$108.69 for the Compton Union 
high schooPWistrlct.

Of. the $97.48 that It cost to 
educate each elementary pupil In 
the elementary district, $T9.48 was 
for Instructional expense and 
$13.01 was for "other expense*" 
the table of comparisons stated. 
Highest Instructional cost was 
$18102, In the Llewellyn district. 
Lowest instructional cost was. 
$98.40, in the Mountain View dis­ 
trict at El Monte, which district 
takes In Ruth Home.

The total cost per pupil in sonic 
of the other nearby dlstrldts was 
shown by the report to be as fol,-

Redondo Beach. $$2.81; Palps 
Vefdes, $134.09; Hermosa Beach, 
$90.96; Redondo Union high school, 
$201.16. . '•'•;

In the five junior college dls;- ' 
tricts, Long Beach had the highest 
cost at $213:60 per pupil, while 
Pasadena was low with $166.01. 
Compton's cost per pupil was 
$20!>.24, that for Glendale was 
$185.38, and the total cost of 
educating each pupil in the LOs 
Angeles Junior college was $165.23, 
or next to the lowest, It was 
shown by the report. ;
